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President’s Report 


This was the first full year during which the expanded 
Gallery, fully completed, was available to the public. The 
year provides a base for the future but is not really 
comparable with past years. New records were set in all 
areas. Throughout this annual report you will find statis- 
tics and testimonials indicating a healthy and expanding 
institution from all points of view. 

Budgeting has been difficult because past expen- 
ence was not wholly relative. This, in the light of 
restricted financial operational support, is being 
actively addressed at the present time. The allocation of 
available funds is a major concern and our excellent 
staff, after three years under anti-inflation legislation, is 
a prime priority. Their days are full and are being added 
to by the challenges of the forthcoming Treasures of 
Tutankhamun exhibition. Our many thanks to them. 

Fund-raising for acquisitions has taken a quantum leap 
forward with active participation by an ever expanding 
segment of the community. This is evident from the lists of 
contnbutors contained in this report. Our congratulations 
and gratitude to our many canvassers. 

Membership has increased from about 17,000 at the 
beginning of the year to over 35,000 at year end, partly 
but not wholly because of our forthcoming Tutankhamun 
exhibition. Many of these new members are already 
using the Gallery and attending openings. Our corporate 
membership has substantially increased as well. 

During the year, as the result of the requests of many 
members, the Act under which we are incorporated 
(Province of Ontario) was amended to permit voting by 
ballot at annual meetings. We will follow this procedure. 

Again this year our volunteers, including all commit- 
tees, and the Board of Trustees itself have performed 
in a dedicated manner. There is virtually no facet of the 
operations of the Gallery or The Grange involving the 
public where the Volunteers do not assist. They number 
almost 300 and contribute many thousands of hours 
each year to your enjoyment. They are eagerly respon- 
sive to new and unexpected challenges and are, of 
course, essential to all of us. 

Having said all the above, what has been done to date 
really constitutes a springboard for the future. There is 
an exciting exhibition schedule planned. More impor- 
tantly, major portions of it will be curated by our own 
staff including exhibitions of works by Van Gogh, Turner, 
Blake, Gauguin and hopefully Ingres with more to come.

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Director’s Report 


It hardly seems necessary to state that the big news of 
the year has been the Treasures of Tutankhamun exhibi- 
tion. The exhibition, such a popular success in the United 
States, was tied down for one Canadian showing at the 
Art Gallery of Ontario November 1~December 31, 1979. 
Response to this news has been almost overwhelming. 

A very modest request for Volunteers (whom we are 
calling “Shawabtys” in honour of the figurines placed in 
ancient Egyptian tombs, magical servants who would 
perform any type of work for the deceased in the after- 
life) was made in January 1979, and we had more than 
6,000 applicants for 1,500 places. Our Membership, 
which stood at 17,000 before the announcement of Tut 
ticket privileges for members, stands as of the writing of 
this article at 35,000! 

Very special thanks must be given to the National 
Museums of Canada for their extraordinary efforts on our 
behalf in connection with the agreement between 
Canada and Egypt to bring the Tut exhibition to Toronto. 
We are also grateful for the co-operation of the Depart- 
ment of External Affairs. Without the assistance of the 
Federal Government the show would not have come to 
Canada. 

Tutmania should not be permitted to obscure the very 
real accomplishments of this past year, which are out- 
lined here departmentally. The most exciting Curatorial 
event of the year was undoubtedly the extraordinarily 
generous gift from Mr. and Mrs. Harry Klamer and family 
of one of the world’s finest private collections of Inuit art. 
On February 20, 1979 the Art Gallery of Ontario pub- 
lished a news release which read in part, “the collection 
reflects the Klamers’ insistence on works that could be 
judged by international standards of artistic menit. In 
giving most of their collection to the Art Gallery, Mr. and 
Mrs. Klamer expressed a desire to ‘let others enjoy the 
beauty of these pieces so that they would become 
aware of the quality and importance of Eskimo art. We 
also hope that the gift will lead to other similar donations 
and will help the Gallery become a world centre in this 
field.” 

Almost every time we are congratulated on the Tut 
exhibition, we're asked the question, “What are you 
going to do for an encore?” I am pleased to announce 
that the Gallery has gone a long way to solving the 
problem of “after Tut-what?” Exhibitions planned for the 
future include Turner and the Sublime, December 
1980-January 1981, a major exhibition with important 
loans from Europe and North America, and Vincent van 
Gogh, January to March 1981, an intensive look at Van 
Gogh's most important and productive penod. It will fea- 
ture many of his best-known pictures and will set them 
in the context of their influence in European painting of 
the late 19th century. In April and May of 1981, Jock 
Macdonald, a retrospective of one of Canada’s most 
important and influential painters, will open. Gauguin to 
Moore, September to November 1981, will examine the 
influence of primitive art on modern sculpture. 


We started the year with certain objectives and many 
of these have been successfully met. For example, we 
set out to concentrate more of our Extension efforts in 
Northern Ontario. Small Contact exhibitions were 
created especially for small centres which do not have 
the facilities to book regular exhibitions; more than one- 
half of the Contact exhibitions went to northern centres 
such as Kenora, Fort Frances, Englehart and Kirkland 
Lake. In addition, 42 per cent of the 40 Artists with their 
Work programmes, involving 37 individual artists in 36 
communities, took place in Northern Ontario. 

Another aim was to increase our revenue from the 
private sector and increase our corporate membership. 
More than $300,000 in cash and pledges have been 
realized since the beginning of the Annual Giving 
Campaign in mid-November 1978. This was the result of 
vigorous canvassing by a much expanded body of 
canvassers from the private and corporate sector of the 
community. 

We are grateful to the Ministry of Culture and 
Recreation, Province of Ontario; the National Museums 
of Canada; the Canada Council; and the Municipality 
of Metropolitan Toronto for their continued financial 
support. The encouragement and assistance of R. Fraser 
Elliott, President, and the Board of Trustees have been 
invaluable, as has the support of the Volunteer 
Committee and the dedicated staff of the Gallery. 

With the exciting publicity of the Tut exhibition and 
the successful growth of our membership, both corpo- 
rate and family, the Gallery concludes another year of 
service to the citizens of Canada and particularly to 
the people of the Province of Ontano with greater 
optimism than ever before. 


Curatorial Branch 


Significant staff changes have taken place in the Curato- 
rial Department during the past year. In November 1978, 
Dr. Roald Nasgaard, Curator of Contemporary Art, was 
appointed Chief Curator. In his new position he will 
retain responsibility for Contemporary non-Canadian art 
and modern paintings. Dr. Nasgaard succeeded Dr. 
Richard Wattenmaker, who has subsequently been 
named Director of the Chrysler Museum at Norfolk, 
Virginia. The Gallery was pleased to appoint Mr. Dennis 
Reid as Curator of Canadian Historical Art. Mr. Reid, 
who has previously been serving as Curator of Post- 
Confederation Canadian Art at The National Gallery of 
Canada, succeeds Mr. Jeremy Adamson. Mrs. Marie 
Fleming was appointed Acting Curator of Contemporary 
Canadian Art, and Dr. Alan Wilkinson, Curator of the 
Henry Moore Sculpture Centre, will be assuming broa- 
dened responsibilities as Curator of Modern Sculpture 
and keeper of the Henry Moore Sculpture Centre. 

In June Dr. Wilkinson was in London to assist with the 
installation at the Tate Gallery of the exhibition The 
Drawings of Henry Moore. During the year Dr. Wilkinson 
devoted his time to the preparation of a catalogue of 
the holdings of the Henry Moore Sculpture Centre 
collection to be published next summer when the entire 
collection of drawings and sculpture and a selection 
of prints will be shown. In November 1978 he began one 
year's leave of absence to do research in Britain and 
France toward an upcoming exhibition exploring the 
influence of primitive art on modern sculpture. 

Until Mr. Reid’s appointment the Canadian Historical 
Department was headed by Acting Canadian Historical 
Curator Peter Gale. Exhibitions hosted included A. /. 
Casson Retrospective, The Works of Joseph Légaré, 1795- 
1855 and Drawings by Jack Weldon Humphrey. 

The Gallery also presented a major Old Master exhi- 
bition, Monticelli: His Contemporaries, His Influence, 
organized by the Museum of Art, Carnegie Institute, 
Pittsburgh, exploring the impact on late nineteenth 
century art by the Provencal artist. This exhibition and 
the Burghers of Calais were co-ordinated by William 
Auchterlonie, Manager of Exhibitions, who also super- 
vised the installation of the some 35 exhibitions and 
other projects of the department for the year, including 
undertaking extensive design projects with Dennis 
Oppenheim: Works 1967-1978 and Contemporary 
American Prints from Universal Limited Art Editions/The 
Rapp Collection. 

Major exhibitions planned for the future include an 
exhibition of Canadian Contemporary art for Europe; 
retrospectives of J. W. G. Macdonald and Gershon 
Iskowitz, Gauguin to Moore; The Influence of Primitive 
Art on Modern Sculpture; Vincent van Gogh and the 
Birth of Cloisonnism; Turner and the Sublime. 


Contemporary Art 

The Contemporary Department produced or hosted five 
large-scale and several smaller exhibitions. Dr. 
Nasgaard organized and wrote catalogues for Structures 
for Behaviour: new sculptures by Robert Morris, David 
Rabinowitch, Richard Serra and George Trakas which 
commissioned new works by the participating artists

and used inside and outside gallery spaces as well as 
an off-site location; Yves Gaucher: A Fifteen-Year 
Perspective, the largest survey of the work of the 
Montreal artist to have been organized; and Garry Neill 
Kennedy: Recent Work. Other exhibitions of contempo- 
rary artists included Sydney Drum: Drawings/Bobbie 
Oliver: Paintings, organized by William Auchterlonie, and 
Four Painters: Joy Walker, Robert McNealy, Peter Hill, 
Nancy Davidson, organized by Marie Fleming; Adolf 
Gottlieb Pictographs and Architectural Concepts for a New 
National Gallery co-ordinated by William Auchterlonie. 


Prints and Drawings 

Twelve exhibitions formed part of the regular print and 
drawing exhibition programme, and four exhibitions part 
of the Tner programme. Included were: Giovanni 
Battista Piranesi; Kathe Kollwitz; The Discerning Eye: 
Early 20th Century Prints and Drawings from a Private 
Collection; Charles Rennie Mackintosh 1868-1928: A 
Memorial Tribute, from the Howarth Collection and 
Contemporary American Prints from Universal Limited 
Art Editions: The Rapp Collection. The latter was orga- 
nized by Peter Gale. 

It was decided this year to expernment with present- 
ing small print and drawing exhibitions in the Margaret 
Eaton Gallery, which has proved to be well suited for 
such exhibitions. 

The Curator of Prints and Drawings, Katharine Jordan 
Lochnan, organized a one-day public symposium on the 
Care and Handling of Works on Paper. She lectured on 
the history of paper and papermaking, environmental

factors affecting works on paper, and mounting and 
matting materials. Ms. Maia Sutnik, Head of Photo- 
graphic Services, lectured on the care and mounting of 
photographs, and Ralph Ingleton, Practitioner in the 
Conservation Department demonstrated mat-cutting 
technique. Ms. Lochnan wrote the catalogue for a forth- 
coming exhibition, Selected Impressions: Recent Acqul- 
sitions of Master Prints from the 15th to the 20th Century, 
and an article, “Images of Confinement” (Victorian 
Studies Bulletin, 2:4, 1978) on selected Victorian paint- 
ings in the collection. 

Ms. Marta Hejlova, Assistant Curator, has been 
attending the Walter Tner bequest. She has organized 
several exhibitions featuring various aspects of the 
Walter Tner oeuvre, including Animals’ Conference, 
which presented the artist as a popular illustrator of 
children's books; Walter Trier Political Cartoons; Walter 
Trier: Images of Toys; and a selection of Lilliput Covers. 
Research is in progress for a catalogue/handbook of the 
exhibition Walter Trier; Selections from the Bequest 
planned for spring 1980. These exhibitions in addition to 
Canadian Political Cartoons were made possible 
through the generosity of the Tner-Fodor Foundation. 

The Assistant Curator also co-ordinated and installed 
Jiri Kolar: Transformations, organized by the Albright- 
Knox Art Gallery in Buffalo. 


Acquisitions 

Two significant additions to the Old Master Collection 
were an eighteenth-century French painting by Francois 
Boucher, Les Sabots, Purchase, Frank P. Wood Endow- 
ment; and J. F. Herning, Portrait of John Mytton, E'sq,, 1831, 
a gift from Malcolm D. Richardson. 

Additions to the Henry Moore Sculpture Centre Col- 
lection included Henry Moore's 80th Anniversary Port- 
folio, a gift of the artist; and a purchase of six small bronze 
sculptures by Henry Moore dating from 1959 to 1978. 


Major purchases of Canadian Historical art made with 
matching funds from the Art Gallery of Ontario Founda- 
tion and Wintario included William Brymner’s Old 
Cottage, St. Eustache, c. 1913; L. L. FitzGerald’s Summer 
Landscape, 1919; Edwin Holgate’s Shipbuilding, Sorel, 
Quebec, 1942; Bertram Brooker's Green Movement, c. 
1927; John Lyman’s Portrait of Marcelle and a drawing 
by J. W. Mornice, Through the Fly Screen, Algiers. 

Mr. and Mrs. Jules Loeb made an important gift of two 
paintings to the Canadian Historical Collection—Frank 
Johnston’s Gods Country and Horatio Walker's Milking, 
1887. Both of these paintings were certified as ‘National 
Treasures’ by the Federal government's Cultural 
Property Review Board. 

Among important acqusitions made by the Contem- 
porary Collection Committee with matching funds from 
Wintario were: Jack Bush, Green and Purple, 1963; Alex 
Colville, Woman in Bathtub, 1973; and Paterson Ewen, 
Coastal Trip, 1974; Charles Gagnon, Cassation/Dark 
Sombre, 1976; David Rabinowitch, Metrical (Romanesque) 
Construction in 5 Masses and 3 Scales #2, 1977-78; and 
works by David Bolduc, Louis Comtois, David Craven, 
Gerald Ferguson, Garry Neill Kennedy, Ron Martin, 
Dorothea Rockburne and Shirley Witasalo. Non-Canadian 
acquisitions included Richard Long, Red Slate Circle, 
1978 and Dennis Oppenheim, An Attempt to Raise Hell, 1974. 

Significant gifts included Sam Francis, Damm Braces, 
1961, from Mr. Aaron Milrad, and Dennis Oppenheim, 
Condensed 220 Yard Dash, purchased with funds from 
the Volunteer Committee. 

This year a separate purchase budget was set up by 
the Gallery for the systematic purchase of master prints 
and drawings. In addition, special discretionary funds 
were provided by the Trier-Fodor Foundation, Touche- 
Ross, the Canadian Impenal Bank of Commerce, and 
Confederation Life. Emphasis was placed on the 
purchase of Northern European drawings to comple- 
ment the group of Italian drawings acquired for the 
Gallery during the 1960s by the late Dr. Walter Vitzthum. 
Among this year’s acquisitions are: Noah’ Ark on Mount 
Ararat, A Camel Train Outside a City in the Foreground 
by Lambert Doomer (Dutch, 1622/23-1700); Head of 
Diana by Jacques Béllange (French, fl. 1602-17) and 
Study of a Vase of Flowers, with a Shell by Jan van 
Huysum (Dutch, 1682-1749). The latter was purchased 
through the generosity of the Volunteer Committee. 

Among the master prints acquired were Le Coucher 
de la Mariée by Moreau le Jeune and J. B. Simonet 
(French, 1741-1814 and 1742-1814 respectively); Souvenir 
ditalie by Jean Baptiste Camille Corot (French, 1796- 
1875) and Lithograph No. 111, 1925 by Wassily Kandinsky 
(Russian, 1866-1944). Also acquired was the Walter 
Sickert (Bnitish, 1860-1942) etching Maple Street and its 
preparatory drawing, O Sole Mio. 

We were extremely fortunate to receive gifts from two 
generous donors. Mr. Ralph Presgrave gave a third large 
group of prints from his collection which includes Tow 
Path and Bridge by Reverend E.T. Daniels (English, 
1804-1842), and a fine impression of Agatha Scholiers by 
Hendrik Goltzius (Dutch, 1558-1616). Mrs. Madeleine Meyer 
of Washington, D.C. has given on loan from the American

by Francisco Goya y Lucientes (Spanish, 1746-1828). Dr. and 
Mrs. Landmann (Toronto) gave the entire Gesichter, 1919 
portfolio in its original mounts, a most important addition 
to the collection in the area of German Expressionism. 


Registration 

Mrs. Eva Robinson, Registrar, reports that during the 
fiscal year the Registration Department has accessioned 
in the collection 754 works of art: 71 purchases and 

683 gifts. 

Loans from our collection during the year, for exhibi- 
tion in other institutions totalled 248. Among them were 
Robert Indiana: Demuth American Dream #5, to

Ruines apres |'incendie du quartier Saint Jean... and 
Liincendie du Quartier Saint Jean vu vers louest, to The 


National Gallery of Canada; Paul Emile Borduas: 
Abstract in Blue, to the Winnipeg Art Gallery; 26 Cana- 
dian Historical and Canadian Contemporary paintings to 
the Fort Lauderdale Museum of Art, and Andy Warhol: 
Elvis I and II to the Metropolitan Museum of Art, for a 
tour in the U.S.S.R. 

Approximately 3,000 works of art on incoming loan 
have been processed through Registration, 1,200 for 20 
Art Gallery of Ontario-organized exhibitions, and 1,800 
for 21 “package” exhibitions. Registration has re- 
designed forms and procedures to ensure efficient 
handling of this ever-increasing movement. Storage faci- 
lities have been extensively expanded and re-aligned 
to accommodate the growth of the collection and to 
contend with the temporary storage of incoming and 
existing exhibitions. Particular attention has been paid to 
the Pint and Drawing Collection, continuing the syste- 
matic rematting in acid-free board of works of art on 
paper, and making a general rearrangement of storage 
in the collection’s new facilities. Registration has also 
undertaken an inventory of the entire collection, a monu- 
mental task which takes place every five years. 


Conservation 

Mr. Eduard Zukowsi, Chief Conservator, carried out 
treatment of 13 paintings, Canadian and European, in the 
Gallery's collection, performing eight complete conser- 
vations as well as several cleanings and revarnishings. 
He also worked on several paintings and sculptures for 
exhibitions and in connection with permanent-loan 
works. During the course of the year, with Ralph Ingleton, 
Practitioner, the department matted and framed approxi- 
mately 500 works of art on paper in the Gallery's collec- 
tion or in relation to exhibitions. 

In June 1978 Mr. Zukowski attended the Conference at 
the American Institute for Conservation in Fort Worth, 
US.A,, the LL.C.-UK in Oxford, England, and the 5th Tnen- 
nial Meeting of the International Council of Museums in 
Zagreb, Yugoslavia. 


Photographic Services 
Photographic Services has continued the pattern of 
increased production established over the past five 
years. For the Gallery’s publicity, catalogue, and archival 
purposes, 4220 black and white photographs were 
produced, 988 works of art photographed, and 134 loca- 
tlon assignments completed. A total of 10,550 slides 
were made for the collections of the Audio-Visual Centre, 
The Grange, and Education departments, and for 
other users in the Gallery. Permanent collection, installa- 
tion and programme records have reached 5216 photo- 
graphic accessions. Cataloguing and indexing negatives 
and transparencies, and the organization of non-collection 
photographicrecords continues to beakeyresponsibility. 
Although in-house needs continue to make up the 
bulk of the workload, outside orders are increasing 
steadily. This increased public demand is reflected in a 
record 279 transactions for Reproduction Rights: 870 
black and white photographs and 42 colour transpar- 
encies made on order in over 176 photographic 
assignments.

ME BOMEA! 


The Slide Sales Programme was enlarged by an 
addition of 80 new titles, and the replacement of 19 
popular titles which were already out of stock from the 
first and second editions. A new complete brochure 
was produced and distnbuted to Art Departments and 
Libraries across North America. In response to requests 
from university slide libraries, special slide sets were 
prepared from the A. J. Casson exhibition, and the 
Dennis Oppenheim retrospective. A total number of 8560 
slides from both the collection and other works on 
exhibition were sold. Five other galleries were assisted 
with information on slide productions, copynght trans- 
actions, and organization of photographic collections. 


Preparation Department 

Perhaps at no time in the Gallery's history has John 
Ruseckas and his Preparation Department been involved 
in SO many major projects in the course of a single 

year. In all, 55 installations were assembled and lit by ten 
or eleven men. In November alone 8 exhibitions went 

up ina peniod of 3 weeks. Structures for Behaviour, Dennis 
Oppenheim: Works 1967-78 and Charles Rennie 
Mackintosh each required thousands of man hours to 
install and an equal effort during the complicated 


dismantling and packaging processes. 

Preparation also installed regular and special shows 
for Art Rental, The Grange, the Restaurant and Members’ 
Lounge. Several major projects were begun by Prepara- 
tion in 1978 including fabrication of storage units for the 
new Print and Drawing Storage area and moving of the 
framing section of Preparation to a new, larger and 
better appointed area. Over 1500 frames, 300 bases and 
pedestals and 150 crates were constructed. 

Requests from other museums to borrow from our 
collections have nsen at a dramatic pace. The safe 
packaging of all these important works is Preparation's 
responsibility and while this work is not nearly so visible 
as is the display construction and installation, it is also 
one of the achievements of which the department is 
most proud. 


Publications 

In addition to editorial work on the catalogues Garry Neill 
Kennedy: Recent Work; The Work of Art: Six Artists; 
Heroes and Heroines, 100 Years of the Poster in Canada; 
Autobiography and Seven Prairie Painters, Publications 
was responsible for the bi-monthly events and the cata- 
logues Structures for Behaviour, a supplement to Dennis

In March, Mrs. Koyama and Ms. Rafelman attended a 
four-day symposium on museum/art gallery publishing, 
sponsored by Museums Collaborative in New York, 
Mrs. Koyama as a group-discussion facilitator. 


Reference Library 

The Art Press exhibition (first shown at the Victoria & 
Albert Museum in 1976) was exhibited here February 10 
-March 25 in conjunction with the Annual Conference 
of the Art Libraries Society of North America, held in 
Toronto for the first time. It included a display of Cana- 
dian art periodicals organized by Karen McKenzie, who 
was also a contributing editor of the accompanying cata- 
logue The Art and Pictorial Press in Canada; its publica- 
tion was made possible by generous grants from the 
Volunteer Committee and King Plastics Limited. 

The Inventory of the Library Archives was compiled 
by Larry Pfaff, who also produced three Lists of Selected 
Acquisitions (n.s. Nos. 15-17). His article on “Portraits of 
Lawren Harris” appeared in RACAR, v.5.1 (1978). 


As always, the Library is extremely grateful to all its 
donors. Among them were: Professor Gilbert Bagnani, 
Mr. Walter Carsen, Mrs. Stephanie Chiacos, Mrs. Gordon 
Conn, Mr. N. E. B. Esch, Professor Richard B. Freeman, 
Mrs. G. G. R. Harris, Mr. V. Kuharets, Mr. L. R. MacTavish, 
Mr. Vincent Tovell, Professor and Mrs. Robert Welsh. 

Among the notable acquisitions were the Archives of 
Experiments in Art & Technology; Hans Naef: Die 
Bildniszeichnung von J. A. D. Ingres, 3 v. (in progress); 
monographs on Francois Boucher and Jackson Pollock; 
and William Young Ottley: Collection of 129 facsimiles of 
Scarce and Curious Prints...London, 1828. Several 
volumes were added to the Hollstein corpus of Dutch and 
Flemish etchings and to that of the German engravings. 

Three displays were mounted: Canadian, British and 
American book jackets; Picture Books for Children pub- 
lished in the U.S.S.R. in the 1950s and 1960s; Illustrated 
Folios from the Library's collection. The Library staff gave 
some 10 orientation tours to gallery docents and groups 
from other institutions in Toronto and Hamilton. 

In June, the inventory of the brary holdings was 
organized and supervised by Mrs. Lee Kimball. Seven- 
teen items were missing, the same figure as in the last 
inventory (1973/4) but which covered more than five times 
as many years. Accumulated duplicates were sold and 
the proceeds added to the library acquisitions funds. 

The following statistics give a picture of the library’s 
activity. Attendance: gallery staff 1,736; readers 2,493. 
Reference questions: 4,520 by telephone; 176 by letter; 
5,428 xerox copies made. Acquisitions: 391 by gift; 853 
by exchange: 537. Interlibrary loans: 34. Current subscrip- 
tions: 51. Publications catalogued: 2,108. Number of 
volumes used: 9,758. Number of files used: 3,653. 


The Grange 

The Grange, the Decorative Arts Department of the 
Gallery, is a gentleman’s house built in 1817 and restored 
to the period 1835-40. The visitor finds costumed staff 
ready to help him enjoy his visit to 19th century York. 

To help with the interpretation there is a full 
programme of lectures, talks, films and exhibitions. The 
exhibitions this year were Stocks and Bonds—Crime and 
Punishment in the 19th Century; Fires and Firefighting; 
The Final Touch—Clothing Accessories in the 19th 
Century; In the Limelight-Theatre Life in Early Toronto; 
The Work of the Blacksmith; The Tradition of Afternoon 
Tea: and The Dolls of Yesteryear. 

The Assistant Archivist has continued with the 
establishment of the Archives of the Gallery with the 
help of students from Experience '78. Under the 
Records Management Programme the final rearrange- 
ment and indexing of the material in written, visual and 
audio form which covers the period 1900 to the present 
is progressing nicely. 

Our staff continued to be called upon to help other 
sites. Our Historic Housekeeper is in constant demand 
for seminars and staff training. One of the Historic 
Interpreters spent three weeks in Great Britain working 
at the Geffrye Museum and visiting other Museum 
Education Programmes.

The Education staff of 27 full-time and 27 part-time 
employees received valuable support from over 30 
qualified volunteers. During the latter half of this fiscal 
year, the need for planning and instituting prepara- 

tions for the Tutankhamun exhibition has meant consider- 
able involvement by the Head and the Scheduling 
Manager. An Egyptologist was added to the staff in 
order to produce learning material, to give lectures and 
to advise the Gallery staff. 


Elementary School Tours 
This year a choice of ten different two-hour tours has 
been offered to over 11,000 students in grades 4 to 8. 

As a place for visual play and discovery for young 
drop-in Gallery visitors, “Hands On” provides an alterna- 
tive centre for art education. With support from outside 
funding, it remained open on Sunday afternoons from 
October to Christmas. In honour of the International Year 
of the Child, a five-day celebration was staged during 
the March school break. 


Secondary School Tours 
Over 8,000 secondary school students from all parts of 
Ontario came to the Art Gallery for tours during the past 
year. Two full-time plus five part-time staff and five 
volunteers conducted the tours which are participatory 
and of an informal discussion nature. 

An exhibition, Canadians in Paris, 1869-1914, was 
mounted in Gallery E in response to requests of 


teachers for tours showing the influence of and making 
comparisons between the French and Canadian artists 
of that period. 

Twelve student teachers from the Faculties of 
Education of the University of Toronto and Queens spent 
two-week periods observing and participating in the 
Tours programme. 


Activity Centre 

The fall of 1978 saw the appointment of a new Head of 
Activity Centre. The Gallery School programme of 
sequential classes Junior School, Scholarship, Senior 
School, Summer) was well attended with a total of 8,083 
student/perniods. The highly-regarded Studio Visit 
programme maintained its popularity with a student 
attendance of over 12,000. 

“Try Your Skill” expanded from the Christmas and 
Easter break periods to include 16 Sundays from 
October through March; a total of 24 days with 2,100 
attending. 

Animation Workshop operated at full capacity with 65 
students over a 10-week peniod. 

The second Artist-in-Residence programme was held 
in March with Toronto artist Joy Walker. 


Adult Academic Programme 

In non-credit courses and lectures, two 20-week courses 
were offered—a general survey of Western Art History 
and a more detailed study, open to Volunteers only, of

European Art from 1600 to 1900. Three 10-week courses 
were also given—Modern Art from 1850 to the Present; 
From Impressionism to Art Nouveau, 1870-1900; and 


Canadian Art, from the Age of Discovery to Abstraction. 


With attendance averaging about 80 people, the 
response to this relatively new programme has been 
extremely encouraging. 

The Thursday Morning Lecture Series were again 
heavily subscribed. The department continued to give 
the “Talk of the Week” on Thursday evenings and 
Saturday afternoons, as well as shorter talks on Sunday 
afternoons. 


Media Programmes 

Media Programmes continued to provide a balanced 
and diversified programme reflecting significant 
developments. Autobiography, a six-week inquiry into 
the autobiographical mode in North American art, 
comprised 53 films, 19 video-tapes, and a small photo- 
graphic exhibition and was highlighted by a two-day 
conference. A catalogue was published in conjunction 
with the series.

Landmarks in Canadian feature production were 

the subject of Hollywood North; the independent tradi- 
tlon was represented by Canadian Experimental Film in 
the Seventies, and The Grierson Legacy was honoured in 
a selection of major documentaries. Other series 
increased the scope and depth of programming. 


Performance Programme 

In the fall of 1978 a series of autobiographical perfor- 
mance events featured new works by Laurie Anderson, 
Constance de Jong, David Antin and the play “Self 
Accusation” by Peter Handke. February 1979 saw the 
Independent Choreographers Senes where twelve 
Toronto choreographers presented their works to capa- 
city houses. On March 29, Douglas Dunn presented a 
solo dance in the Walker Court. 

Throughout the year a number of public guest 
lectures were organized. In the spring of 1978, three 
lectures were given in conjunction with the exhibition 
Structures for Behaviour. In the fall Lucy R. Lippard 
explored the work of Dennis Oppenheim and Launer 
Lacroix discussed the role of Joseph Légaré. Dr. Richard

Notes to Financial Statements march 31,1979 


1. Summary of significant accounting policies 
The financial statements of the Art Gallery of Ontario 
have been prepared using information available up to 
May 4,1979 and present the financial position and results 
of operations within the framework of the accounting 
policies summanized below: 
(a) Fund accounting- 
In order to ensure observance of limitations and restric- 
tions placed on the use of resources available to the 
Gallery, the accounts of the Gallery are maintained in 
accordance with the principles of “fund accounting.” 
This is the procedure by which resources for various 
purposes are classified for accounting and reporting 
purposes into funds that are in accordance with activi- 
ties or objectives as specified by the donors or in 
accordance with the directives issued by the Board of 
Trustees. Separate accounts are maintained for each 
fund to ensure observance of limitations and restrictions 
placed on the use of resources. Transfers between the 
funds are made when considered appropriate. For finan- 
cial reporting purposes, the funds have been classified 
into three funds: 
(i) The general fund includes the day-to-day operat- 
ing transactions of the Gallery's activities. 
(i) The capital fund is primarily for the purchase of art 
and includes, at a nominal value of $l, the Gallery's 
collection of works of art which have been donated to 
the Gallery or purchased by it. The activities operated 
by the Volunteer Committee (Art Rental Service 
and Reproduction Shop) are also included in this fund. 
(ui) The building fund includes amounts that are 
designated to finance expansion of the Gallery's faci- 
lities and major repairs. 
(b) Basis of financial statements-— 
The financial statements of the Gallery have been 
prepared generally on the accrual basis except that 
G) funds used to acquire works of art and completed 
facilities are accounted for as expenditures and depre- 
ciation on Gallery facilities is not provided, 


(i) membership fees are included in revenue as received 


and (11) interest income is included in revenue as 
received. 

The statement of activity is a statement of financial ac- 
tivities of the various Gallery funds related to the 
current reporting year. It does not purport to present the 
results of operations or the net income or loss for the 
year as would a commercial statement of profit and loss. 
(c) Works of art- 

In conformity with accounting policies generally 
followed by art museums, the value of works of art has 
been excluded from the balance sheet except fora 
nominal carrying value. See also note 9. 

(d) Fixed assets-— 

The land, buildings and building additions occupied by 
the Gallery are the property of the Gallery. The value of 
fixed assets has been excluded from the balance sheet 
except for a nominal carrying value. Construction costs 
incurred during major expansion programmes are accu- 
mulated in the building fund then, upon completion 

of the programmes, are written off to the building fund 
balance. Accordingly, no depreciation is provided in 
the accounts. 


(e) Investments— 

Investments are carried at cost in the absence of any 
evidence of permanent impairment of value. Any gains 
or losses on sale of investments are recorded at 

the date of sale or maturity and represent the difference 
between the net proceeds and the carrying value of 
the investment. 

(f) Inventories— 

Inventories of materials and supplies used in the 
Gallery's services and activities are valued at the lower 
of cost or net realizable value. 

(g) Equipment- 

Equipment purchased is included in current operating 
expenditures ($232,782 in 1979; 1978-S107,200). 

(h) Pension plan- 

The Gallery maintains a pension plan providing retire- 
ment, death and termination benefits to all its 
employees. The costs of the Gallery pension plan are 
expensed in the year premiums or required fundings 
are payable. See also note 8. 

(i) Grants— 

Grants to the capital and building funds are included as 
revenue in the statement of activity. Grants to the 
general fund are included in the statement of activity in 
the year in which the designated programme is carried 
out. Details of grants received during the year are set 
out in note 5. 

Q) Province of Ontario financing- 

In 1971, the Province of Ontario agreed to provide the 
Gallery $12,750,000 over ten years for the expansion of 
Gallery facilities and the entire amount was received 
by March 3], 1978. The Gallery issued $12,250,000 of de- 
bentures to the Ontario Universities Capital Aid 
Corporation for a portion of the amounts received from 
the Province. Payments of debenture principal and 
interest are to be made by the Treasury Department of 
the Province of Ontario on behalf of the Gallery. As it is 
expected the Province of Ontario will continue to 

make these grants, the outstanding debentures of 
$11,638,520 at March 31, 1979 (1978-S11,781,148) are not 
recorded as a liability and interest expense and the 
related grant are not recorded in the accounts. 

(k) Appropniations— 

From time to time, the Trustees appropriate funds to be 
used for operations and capital costs in a future fiscal 
period, at which time the appropriations are reversed 
and the costs are recorded in the accounts of the 
Gallery. See also note 4. 

(l) The Art Gallery of Ontario Foundation-— 

The Art Gallery of Ontario Foundation is incorporated 
under the laws of Ontario as a separate corporation 
without share capital and serves as permanent custo- 
dian of the endowment funds of the Gallery. 
Accordingly, the accounts of the Foundation are not 
included in the accompanying financial statements. 
Funds from the Foundation are transferred to the capital 
fund of the Gallery when approved by the Board of 
Trustees of the Foundation. See also note 2. 

2. The Art Gallery of Ontario Foundation 

Included in 1979 revenue is $207,500 from the 
Foundation (1978-S124,783). At March 3], 1979 the market 
value of the net assets of the Foundation approximated 
$2,130,000 (1978-S1,950,000). 


3. Expansion of Gallery facilities 

In 1978, Stage II of the expansion of the Gallery’s facili- 
ties was virtually completed and the accumulated costs, 
totalling $7,676,737, were charged to the building fund 
balance. During 1979, additional Stage II costs and costs 
for refurbishing The Grange totalling $125,279 were 
charged to the building fund balance. 

4. Appropriations 

During the 1978 fiscal year, the Trustees appropniated 
$265,000 of the operating fund balance to be 

applied against operations and capital costs of future 
penods. Expenditures on programmes for which funds 
have been previously appropriated are included in the 
statement of activities in the current year. 

The Trustees have made the following appropniations in

6. Change in accounting policy 

In 1978 and prior years the Gallery's collection of works 
of art, which have been donated to the Gallery or 
purchased by it, was carried in the Capital Fund on the 
balance sheet. Purchased works of art were included 
at their original cost and works of art donated since 
March 31, 1976 were included at their appraised value 
when received. 

During 1979 the Gallery changed its accounting policy 
and now excludes works of art from the balance sheet 
as described in note l(c). This new accounting policy is 
generally followed by art museums. The effect of 
this change is to reduce the Capital Fund balance as at 
March 31, 1978 by $4,244,848 (1977-S3,516,323) 
and reduce excess of revenue over expenditures in the 
statement of activity for fiscal year 1979 by $1,631,096 
(1978-S728,524). 

7. Reclassification of prior year’s comparative 
figures 

The comparative figures for 1978 have been reclassified 
to conform to the presentation adopted in 1979. 

8. Pension plan 

The total pension expenditures for the year were 
$115,500 (1978-S77,417). 

The most recent actuanial valuation, prepared as of 
July 1, 1977, reported the Plan was fully funded. 

9. Art acquired during the year 

The value of art acquired by gift, for which the Gallery 
can make a reasonable estimate, is reported as 
donations in the statement of activity ($703,448 in 1979; 
1978- $99,092). 

The cost of all art purchased, together with the value 
of art acquired by gift as indicated in the preceding 
paragraph, is reported as a separate programme expen- 
diture. During the year ended March 31, 1979, purchased 
and gifted art totalled $1,631,096 (1978-S728,524). 

10. Transfers between funds 

Included in the $345,000 net transfers from the 
Operating Fund during 1979 is $350,000 transferred to 
the Building Fund to provide for future major repair 
expenditures on Gallery facilities.

“Monticelli, Cezanne and Van Gogh” was the subject of a 
lecture by Dr. Aaron Sheon. 


Audio-Visual Centre 
The circulation of slides and media kits to the Province 
of Ontario continues to be a unique public service within 
Canada (87,347 slides, 86 media kits loaned). Recent 
acquisitions have concentrated on Canadian Art and 
important works from the Canadian War Museum, the 
Sigmund Samuel Canadiana Collection, the National 
Gallery of Canada and the Canada Council make the 
slide collection important both as reference and 
didactic material. 

In March of 1979 the Audio-Visual Centre co-hosted 
the Art Libranes of North America as they convened for 
the first time outside the United States. 


Media Productions 

Audio-visual and video installations were used in many 
areas of the Gallery programme including the Dennis 
Oppenheim, Structures for Behaviour, Duchamp/Kubota, 
100 Years of the Poster in Canada and Six Artists exhibi- 
tions and the on-going installations of “Hands On” and 
“The Grid” for Education Touring. 


Training 
In August two Gallery interns completed their 10-month 
programme and in November one student completed 
the three-month internship component of the Museology 
programme. 

Eighteen individuals from gallenes in Ontario, British 
Columbia and Manitoba came to the Gallery on study 
visits ranging from 2 days to 5 days. 


Extension Services 


Over the past five years there has been considerable 
growth in the number of art galleries and exhibiting 
centres throughout Ontario. As the Art Gallery of Ontario 
expands to meet the needs and interests of these 
centres, our programmes and services are becoming 
equally diverse. 

The circulating exhibitions continue to form the core 
of our programme; in 1978-79 thirty-six exhibitions 
travelled to sixty-four centres for a total of one hundred 
hundred and twenty-five bookings; six of the bookings 
were in other provinces and two additional bookings 
were outside Canada. Major exhibitions beginning their 
circuit during the past year were The Work of Art: Six 
Artists, 100 Years of the Poster in Canada, and A 
Canadian Survey: selected works from the Collection of 
Imperial Oil Limited; a more detailed listing appears at 
the back of this Annual Report. 

Early in the year an Artists with their Work catalogue 
was published to give exhibiting centres more visual 
information and a statement by each of the over one 


hundred participating artists. There were forty Artists 
with their Work programmes involving thirty-seven indi- 
vidual artists in thirty-six communities; forty-two per cent 
of these programmes took place in Northern Ontario. In 
addition, nine Artists with their Work programmes were 
included as part of the Art Gallery of Ontario involve- 
ment in Festival Ontario as well as six of our circulating 
exhibitions and a sculpture exhibition from the Perma- 
nent Collection for Paisley, Ontario. In total, the Art 
Gallery of Ontario participated in nine Festivals through- 
out Ontario. 

It is in the area of services to communities that our 
greatest growth has occurred. During 1978-79 the Com- 
munity Education Officer visited ninety-two centres, 
working with the staff on exhibition interpretation techni- 
ques and in discussing new clients’ needs and 
interests. Under the auspices of the Speakers Service, 
seventeen lectures were given in centres such as 
Atikokan Centennial Museum, Laurentian University Art 
Centre in Sudbury and Burlington Cultural Centre. 

The Advisory Service worked with nine communities 
on projects such as building renovations, lighting and 
display systems. In addition, there were many other tele- 
phone and written inquiries from communities across 
the Province. 


Physical Plant 


Maintenance Department 

Over the past five years, since the opening of the new 
Stage 1 and 2 additions, this department has maintained 
its standard of excellence in the upkeep of a large 
physical plant, and presently is gearing up for the 
mammoth task of maintaining the building in top shape 
during the Tutankhamun exhibition scheduled for 
November and December of 1979. 


Security 

During the past year along with their regular duties 

at the Gallery, many of the Security Guards have partici- 
pated in a first-aid course which includes training in 
cardiopulmonary resuscitation (CPR), organized through 
the efforts of our good neighbours at the Mount Sinai 
Hospital. 


Public Affairs 


Membership continued its pattern of steady growth; 
Communications consistently kept the Gallery and its 
activities before the public in print and broadcast 
media; Design maintained its winning way in world-wide 
competition; equally effective were the Information and 
Co-ordination departments with information and 
assistance to the public and contnbutions to the smooth 
running of the gallery. 

Yet, in the latter part of the year, more was demanded 
as the impact of mounting the Treasures of Tutankh- 


amun was felt. For the Design Unit, it meant conceiving 
a total design programme that ranged from brochures 
and posters to jewellery cases and a completely new 
shop. Information Services worked on an entirely sepa- 
rate information system for the exhibition. The other 
departments were also deeply affected, but none so 
dramatically, and sometimes so frenetically, as 
Membership. In the first two months of 1979 membership 
almost doubled-from 17,000 to shghtly more than 30,000. 
As this report goes to press, it seems most likely that 
the membership of the Art Gallery of Ontario will reach 
40,000 members. 


Gallery Shop and Dining Services 


The Gallery Shop and Dining Services continue to serve 
both members and the public with increasing success. 
The Shop offers a wide selection of art and art-related 
books, stocking both the Gallery's own exhibition catalo- 
gues and catalogues for major exhibitions held at other 
museums in Amenica and Europe. Dining Sevices 
reports a continuing increased patronage for the Restau- 
rant and reservations are now essential in order to 
ensure a table for the lunch hour period. The Members’ 
Lounge too is increasingly popular. 


Volunteer Committee 


The Volunteer Committee continues to support the 
needs of the Gallery and its Membership with conti- 
nuing fully attended programmes such as Art Tours, 
Gallery Hopping, Dinner Tours and Art in the Morning. 
Gifts of three works of art, contribution to the Grange for 
lamp standards for Grange Park, monetary assistance 
for the publication of The Art and Periodical Press in 
Canada and funds to the Education Department for the 
purchase of slides have been made during the year. The 
proceeds from Volunteer Committee on-going projects 
such as Art Rental Service, The Reproduction Shop and 
The Jewellery Shop for 1978-79 have been divided % to 
the Purchase Fund and 4 to the Grange Fund. Volun- 
teers assist staff in several gallery departments and 
have enthusiastically undertaken the administration of 
the 1,500 Shawabtys.
